“Dr. William E. Petersen and Dr. 
Berry Campbell, both on the fac- 
ulty of the University of Minneso- 
ta, are reporting now the results of 
almost 10 years of research which 
has resulted in the development of 
a new principle for immunizing peo- 
ple and animals against a wide 
range of diseases. This is a report 
which carries profound implica- 
tions for the future.
